Mr. Glaser stated that yes, fee revenue from operations at the Recorder of Deeds Office is ahead of 
projections by $44 million. This is largely due to low mortgage interest rates, which have encouraged 
homeowners to refinance their mortgages in near-record numbers, which in turn increases both the 
workload and fees received by the Recorder’s Office. Mr. Glaser expects at least one more quarter of 
favorable interest rates and a continued strong market for new home sales, but beyond that it is difficult to 
predict.
